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CANADIAN FISHERIES STATISTICS 
JANUARY _1952 


In JANUARY landings and landed values in the sea fisheries of CANADA (excluding 
NEWFOUNDLAND) amounted to 116,848,000 lb. and $3,176,000 respectively. These figures 


are lower by 9.6 p.c. in volume and 23.4 p.c. in value than those for January, 1951. 


The ATLANTIC COAST catch -- 23,455,000 lb. worth $1,550,000 to the fisherman -- 
was 19.3 p.c. bigger, but 8.3 p.c. lower in value than that taken in the same month of last 
year. A substantial decrease in the lobster fishery was greater than the total of the gains 


made by other species. 


The PACIFIC COAST catch -- 93,393,000 lb. with an initial value of $1,626,000 -- was 
14.8 p.c. lower in volume, but 4.1 p.c. higher in value than that of January, 1951. One species 


-- herring -- seems to be the cause of this paradox. 


STOCKS of all frozen fish in CANADA (NEWFOUNDLAND included) amounted to 
34,765,000 lb. on February Ist, 1952, of which 33,045,000 lb. were frozen fresh and 1,720,000 
lb. frozen smoked. There was an ''out-of-storage" movement for all classifications of 9.7 
million pounds as compared with a similar movement of 8.2 million pounds during January, 


2901. 


EXPORTS of fish and fish products during 1951 attained a new high of $ 125,582,000, 
an increase of 5.9 p.c. over the 1950 figure. Sales of fresh andfrozen fillets rose in value 
by 35.3 p.c., those of canned fish by 14.0 p.c. These increases together with those shown by 
the smoked, pickled and miscellaneous groups, more than offset decreases in foreign sales 


of fresh and frozen whole or dressed fish, of canned and shellfish.

In FEBRUARY landings and landed values in the sea-fisheries of CANADA (not 
including NEWFOUNDLAND) amounted to 100,628,000 pounds and $3,022,000. These totals 


were higher by 98.6 and 88.6 p.c. respectively than those for February, 1951. 


The PACIFIC COAST catch -- 79,422,000 lb. worth $1,528,000 to the fisherman -- 
Seg ) 
was 136.5 p.c. greater and 63.9 p.c. more valuable than that taken in the same month of last 
year. The herring season just ended has proven to be the best ever, and this species is 
almost entirely responsible for the huge gains in the total landings and landed values. The 


percentage increase in the sole fishery is also worth noting. 


The ATLANTIC COAST catch -- 21,206,000 lb. with a landed value of $1,494,000 -- 
was 24.1 and 48.5 p.c. higher respectively than that of February, 1951. Most of the major 
species were landed in greater quantities than last year. The sardine catch in particular 
would seem to have increased tremendously, but it must be remembered that this fishery 


was extremely late in starting in 1951. 


STOCKS of all frozen fish in CANADA (including NEWFOUNDLAND) amounted to 
33,379,000 lb. on March 1, 1952, of which 31,873,000 lb. were frozen fresh and 1,506,000 
lb. frozen smoked. There was an ''out-of-storage'' movement for all classifications of 2.1 
million pounds as compared with a similar movement of 7.5 million pounds during 


February, 1951. 


EXPORTS of fish and fish products during the month of January amounted to $10.3 


million as compared with a total of $11.5 million in the same month of last year. Shipments

En pbs, les aharateuenes et la valeur au débarquement du poisson de mer au 
Canada (sans Terre-Neuve) totalisent 100,628,000 livres et $3,022,000. C'est 14 une aug- 
mentation de 98.6 p. 100 du volume et de 88.6 p. 100 de la valeur en comparaison de février 
1951. 

Sur la céte du PACIFIQUE, la prise augmente de 136.5 p. 100 et atteint 79,422,000 
livres, tandis que la valeur pour les pécheurs s'établit a4 $1,528,000, augmentation de 63.9 
p.- 100 sur le méme mois de l'an dernier. La saison de la prise du hareng, qui. vient de se 
terminer, a été meilleure que jamais et c'est a ce poisson que tient presque toute 1'énorme 
augmentation de la prise et de la valeur. La sole accuse aussi une augmentation proportion- 
nelle marquante. 

Sur la céte de L'ATLANTIQUE, la prise, qui atteint 21,206,000 livres dius valeur 
au débarquement de $1,494,000, augmente de 24.1 p. 100 quant au volume et de 48.5 p. 100 quant 
a la valeur, en comparaison de février 1951. Les débarquements de la plupart des principales 
espéces accusent une avance. La prise de la sardine en particulier augmente, semble-t-il, 
considérablement, mais il faut se rappeler que l'an dernier, la saison pour cette espéce a 
commencé tres tard. 

Les STOCKS de tout le poisson congelé au CANADA, y compris TERRE-NEUVE, atteignent 
33,379,000 livres le ler mars, dont 31,873,000 de poisson frais congelé et 1,506,000 livres 
de poisson fumé congelé, Le mouvement de sortie de toutes les especes s'éléve 4 2,100,000 
livres, en comparaison de 7,500,000 en février 1951. 

Les EXPORTATIONS de poisson et de produits du poisson totalisent $10,300,000 en 
janvier, contre $11,500,000 durant le méme mois de l'an dernier. Les expéditions de crustacés 
et de poisson frais et gelé entier ou habillé augmentent en comparaison de janvier 1951, tandis 


que celles des autres classes diminuent.

In MARCH landings and landed values in the sea-fisheries of CANADA (not including Newfoundland) 
amounted to 45,389,000 lb. and $2,066,000. These figures were higher by 50.5 and 28.2 p.c. respectively 


than those for March, 1951. 


Cumulative totals for the first quarter of 1952 -- 262,865,000 lb. and $7,855,000 -- were 25.1 p.c. 


greater in volume and 17.7 p.c. higher in value than for the same period of last year. 


The ATLANTIC COAST catch -- 28,136,000 lb. with an initial value of $1,601,000 -- was 34.3 and 
18.2 p.c. higher than that taken in March, 1951. The NEW BRUNSWICK pollock, herring and sardine 
fisheries seem to have begun earlier this year. In NOVA SCOTIA landings of lobsters, rosefish and 
catfish, halibut, clams and scallops were lower than in March 1951. Other species, however, showed 


increases, those of cod and haddock perhaps being the most significant. 


The catch and catch value for the first quarter of the year -- 72,798,000 lb. and $4,236,000 -- 


were 26.2 p.c. higher and 0.6 p.c. lower respectively than for the comparable period of last year. 


The PACIFIC COAST catch in March -- 17,253,000 Ib. worth $465,000 -- was 87.1 and 80.0 p.c. 
higher respectively than that of the same month of 1951. Again one species, herring, was almost 


entirely responsible for these huge increases, 


During the first quarter landings and landed values in British Columbia totalled 190,067,000 lb. 


and $3,619,000 as against 152,449,000 lb. and $2,415,000 in the same three months of 1951. 


STOCKS of all frozen fish in CANADA (NEWFOUNDLAND included) amounted to 27,812,000 lb. 
on April 1, 1952, of which 25,960,000 lb. were frozen fresh and 1,852,000 lb. frozen smoked. There 
was an "'out-of-storage'' movement for all classifications of 5.3 million pounds as compared with a 


similar movement of 6.2 million pounds during March, 1951.

En MARS, les débarquements et la valeur au débarquement du poisson de mer au CANADA 
(non compris Terre-Neuve) s'établissent a 45,389,000 livres et $2,066,000. Ces chiffres sont 
respectivament de 50.5 p. 100 et 28.2 p. 100 plus élevés que ceux de mrs 1951. 

Les totaux cumlatifs du premier trimestre de 1952, soit 262,865,000 livres et 
$7,855,000, sont aussi de 25.1 et 17.7 p. 100 supérieurs 4 ceux de la méme période de l'an 
dernier. 

La prise sur la cote de 1'ATLANTIQUE atteint 28,136,000 livres d'une valeur initiale 
de $1,601,000, augmentations respectives de 34.3 et 18.2 p. 100 sur mars 1951. Au NOUVEAU- 
BRUNSWICK, la peche au merlan, au hareng et 4 la sardine semble avoir commencé plus tot cette 
année. En NOUVELLE-ECOSSE, les débarquements de homard, de sébaste et d'anarrhique loup, de 
flétan, de coques et de pétoncles ont été inférieurs a@ ceux de mars de l'an dernier. Cependant, 
les autres variétés accusent des augmentations, celles de morue et d'églefin étant peut-étre les 
plus importantes. 

La prise et la valeur au débarquement au cours du premier trimestre de l'année s'é- 
tablissent 4 72,798,000 livres et $4,236,000, augmentations respectives de 26.2 et 0.6 p. 100 
au regard de la meme période de l'an dernier. 

Sur la cote du PACIFIQUE, la prise en mars est de 17,253,000 livres d'une valeur de 
$465,000, soit des augmentations de 87.1 p, 100 en volume et de 80.9 p. 100 en valeur comparati- 
vement au meme mois de 1951. De nouveau, cette forte augmentation est presque entierement ne 
aux prises de hareng. 

Au cours du premier trimestre, les débarquements et la valeur au débarquement en 
Colombie-Britannique atteignent 190,067,000 livres et $3,619,000, au regard de 152,449,000 li- 
vres et $2,415,000 au cours du meme trimestre de 1951. 

Les STOCKS au CANADA, y compris TERRE-NEUVE, de tout le poisson frigorifié s'élevent 
& 27,812,000 livres le ler avril 1952, dont 25,960,000 livres de poisson frais frigopifie et 
1,852,000 livres de poisson fumé frigorifié. Le mouvement de sortie de toutes les especes 
atteint 5,300,000 livres comparativement a 6,200,000 en mars 1951.

In APRIL, landings and landed values in the sea fisheries of CANADA (not including Newfoundland) 
amounted to 51,948,000 lb. and $2,952,000. The quantity was lower by 16.6 p.c., but the value was higher 


by 28.0 p.c., in comparison with the figures for April 1951. 


Total catch and catch values for the first four months of this year -- 314,814,000 lb. and $10,807,000 
-- are 15.5 and 20.3 p.c. higher than for the same period of 1951. 

The ATLANTIC COAST catch -- 46,455,000 lb. valued at $2,524,000 -- was 18.2 p.c. smaller in 
volume, but 29.7 p.c. higher in value than that taken in April, 1951. A big drop in landings of low-priced 
herring was responsible for the decrease in quantity, while larger landings of Nova Scotia cod and 


lobsters, more valuable species, accounted for the increased value. 


On the PACIFIC COAST, landings in April were 5,493,000 lb., valued at $428,000; these figures 
represent increases of 0.6 and 19.2 p.c. over figures for the same month of last year. Salmon landings 


were much higher, while gray cod and herring landings decreased. 


STOCKS of all frozen fish in Canada (NEWFOUNDLAND included) amounted to 29,537,000 lb. on 


May 1, 1952, of which 26,721,000 lb. were frozen fresh and 2,816,000 lb. frozen smoked. 


EXPORTS of fish and fish products during the first quarter totalled $29,122,000 -- 3.9 p.c. lower 


than the amount for the like period of 1951.

En AVRIL, les débarquements et la valeur au débarquement du poisson de mer 
au Canada (sans Terre-Neuve) atteignent 51,948,000 livres et $2,952,000. C'est 14 une 
diminution de 16.6 p. 100 en volume mais une augmentation de 28.0 p. 100 en valeur sur 
avral 1951, 

La prise globale et la valeur de la prise au cours des quatre premiers mois de 
cette année se chiffrent par 314,814,000 livres et $10,807,000, soit des augmentations 
respectives de 15.5 et 20.3 p. 100 sur la méme période de 1951. 

La prise sur la cdte de l! ATLANTIQUE, soit 46,455,000 livres d'une valeur 
de $2,524,000, est de 18.2 p. 100 inférieure en volume mais de 29.7 p. 100 supérieure en 
valeur a celle d'avril 1951. La diminution du volume provient d'une forte baisse des 
débarquements de hareng a bon marché, tandis que l'augmentation de la valeur ‘provient 
de débarquements plus considérables de morue et de homard de la Nouvelle-Ecosse, 
variétés plus recherchées. 

Sur la céte du PACIFIQUE, les débarquements d'avril sont de 5,493,000 livres 
d'une valeur de $428,000, augmentations respectives de 0.6 et 19.2 p. 100 sur le méme mois 
de l'an dernier. Les débarquements de saumon ont été beaucoup plus considérables, tandis 
que les débarquements de morue grise et de hareng ont été moindres. 

Les STOCKS de tout le poisson congelé au Canada (y compris TERRE-NEUVE) 
atteignent 29,537,000 livres le ler mai 1952, dont 26,721,000 livres de poisson frais congelé 
et 2,816,000 livres de poisson fumé congelé.

In MAY, landings and landed values in the sea-fisheries of CANADA (not including NEWFOUNDLAND) 
amounted to 155,495,000 lb. and $7,945,000. Thus the catch was 9.1 p.c. greater in bulk, but 7.1 p.c. lower 
in value than that taken in the same month of last year. 

Cumulative totals for the first five months of this year -- 470,309,000 lb. and $18,753,000 -- are 13.3 
and 6.9 p.c. higher respectively than for the same period of 1951. 

The PACIFIC COAST catch -- 17,605,000 lb. valued at $2,477,000 -- was lower by 15.9 and 17.6 p.c. 
respectively than in May, 1951. The halibut catch was far below that taken in May last year. However, it 
must be emphasized that this fishery, regulated by the International Fisheries Cornmission, was closed by 
the end of the month in 1951, whereas in the current year it was carried on until June 8. The quota was 
reached in the record time of 26 days. Landings of other species have decreased due to the continued tie- 
up of a large section of the trawler fleet pending price negotiations. 

The ATLANTIC COAST catch -- 137,890,000 lb. valued at $5,468,000 -- was 13.4 p.c. bigger, but 1.5 
p.c. lower in value than in May, 1951. Landings of herring, alewives, hake and cusk, rosefish and catfish 
were higher, but those of the more valuable species such as lobsters and halibut were lower than in the 
same month of last year. 

STOCKS of all frozen fish in CANADA (including NEWFOUNDLAND) amounted to 35,641,000 lb. on 
June 1, 1952, of which 33,157,000 lb. were frozen fresh and 2,484,000 lb. frozen smoked. There was an 
"into-storage'' movement for all classifications of 6.0 million pounds as compared with a similar move- 
ment of 10.2 million pounds during May, 1951. 

EXPORTS of fish and fish products during the January-April period totalled $38.7 million as com- 
pared to $38.1 million in the same four months of 1951. There was a noticeable increase in foreign sales 


of fresh and frozen fillets -- from $5.5 million to $7.2 million. Most of this product goes to the U.S. 


market.

In JUNE, landings and landed values in the sea-fisheries of CANADA (not including Newfoundland) 
amounted to 132,749,000 lb. and $8,550,000. These figures are higher by 13.5 and 16 1 p.c. respectively 
than those for the same month of last year. 

Cumulative totals for the first six months of this year -- 602,058,000 lb. and $27,301,000 -- are 13.2 
and 9.6 p.c. higher respectively than for the same period of 1951. 

The ATLANTIC CCAST catch -- 116,207,000 lb. valued at $5,799,000 -- was 14.2 and 18.1 p.c. higher 
than in June, 1951. During the first six months of the year landings and landed values amounted to 
373,351,000 lb. and $18,028,000 -- figures that were higher by 10.5 and 8.3 p.c. than those for the same 
period of last year. In NEW BRUNSWICK the sardine catch seems to have returned to normal. There has 
‘been a phenomenal increase in the landings of alewives, but this has not affected the aggregate values for 
the Atlantic region as much as has the sustained high lobster prices. The NOVA SCOTIA cod fishery is 
being maintained at a higher level this year, and there is also a considerable percentage increase in the 
catch of plaice. 

The PACIFIC COAST catch -- 16,542,000 lb. valued at $2,751,000 -- was higher by 9.1 and 11.0 p.c. 
respectively than in June, 1951. In the first half of this year landings and landed values of 228,707,000 lb. 
and $9,273,000 were higher by 17.9 and 12.2 p.c. than those for the same six months of last year. 

EXPORTS of fish and fish products during the January~May period totalled $46.1 million compared 
to $39.3 million in the same five months of 1951. The higher level of sales of fresh and frozen fillets to 


the U.S. market is being maintained.

La prise sur la céte du PACIFIQUE, soit 16,542,000 livres d'une valeur de

la valeur au débarquement ($9,273,000) sont de 17.9 et 12.2 p. 100 supérieurs a ceux 
de la période correspondante de l'an dernier.

In JULY the sea-fisheries of CANADA (not including NEWFOUNDLAND) yielded 
159,721,000 pounds of fish valued initially at $13,015,000 -- a catch higher by 30.4 


and 18.2 p.c. respectively than that taken in July, 1951. 


Cumulative totals for the first seven months of the year -- 761,804,000 lb. and 
$40,318,000 -- are 16.4 and 12.3 p.c. higher respectively than for the same period 


of 1951. 


The ATLANTIC COAST catch -- 106,132,000 lb. valued at $3, ,000 -=- was 
27.2 p.c. greater and 18.3 p.c. more valuable than in July of last year. Landings 
of cod and related species continue on a higher level. The halibut fishery is lower than 
was the case last year. However, landings of plaice are much higher. The lobster 
catch during the January - July period is slightly under last year's figure, but the 


aggregate value is much higher. 


The PACIFIC COAST catch -- 53,589,000 lb. valued at $9,280,000 -- was 
higher by 37.2 and 18.1 p.c. respectively than in July, 1951. The greater part 
of these increases may be attributed to bigger landings of sockeye, pink and chum 


salmon. 


STOCKS of all frozen fish in CANADA (including NEWFOUNDLAND) amounted 
to 53,840,000 lb. on August 1, 1952, of which 50,666,000 lb. were frozen fresh and 
3,174,000 frozen smoked. There was an "'into-storage"’ movement for all classi- 
fications of 7.8 million pounds as compared with a similar movement of 4.9 


million pounds during July, 1951. 


EXPORTS of fish and fish products in the first six months of the year amounted 


to $56.3 million as compared to $56.2 million in the same period of 1951.

$25,401,000 -- are higher by 14.0 and 8.9 p.c. respectively than those for the same edght 
months of last year. Of the major species only haddock, halibut, mackerel and clams 
declined. The other fisheries registered increases, those of plaice, lobster and herring 


being perhaps the most significant. 


The PACIFIC COAST catch -- 70,458,000 lb. valued at $6,160,000 -- was 1.4 p.c. 
greater but 28.9 p.c. less valuable than in August of last year. The key to this situation 


may be found in the salmon fishery. 


STOCKS of all frozen fish in CANADA (including NEWFOUNDLAND) amounted to 
61,029,000 lb. on September lst, of which 57,247,000 lb. were frozen fresh and 3,782,000 
lb. frozen smoked. There was an "into-storage'"' movement for all classifications of 5.6 
million pounds as compared with a similar movement of 6.3 million pounds during 


August, 1951. 


EXPORTS of fish and fish products in the January-July period amounted to $67,410,000 
as compared to $66,643,000 in the same seven months of 1951. Sales of fresh and frozen 


fillets, of shellfish and of canned products continue on the same higher levels that have 


prevailed throughott most of this year.

In SEPTEMBER the sea-fishermen of CANADA (NEWFOUNDLAND not included) landed 
93,882,000 lb. of fish worth, to them, $4,387,000. Compared with the same month of last 


year the catch and catch value were lower by 16.4 and 45.4 p.c., respectively. 


Totals for the first nine months of the year -- with last year's figures in parentheses 
-- are 1,032,544,000 lb. (933,983,000 lb.) and $53,599,000 ($57,934,000), the landings 


being 10.6 greater, but 7.5 p.c. less valuable than in the same period of 1951. 


The ATLANTIC COAST catch -- 81,907,000 Ib. valued at $3,111,000 -- was 19.2 p.c. 


larger and 15.7 p.c. more valuable than that taken in September, 1951. 


In the January to September period landings and landed value ~~ 677,628,000 lb. and 
$27,670,000 -- are higher by 17.7 and 10.6 p.c., respectively, than those for the same nine 
months of last year. In terms of value most of the major species registered gains, the 


exceptions being haddock, halibut and makerel. 


The PACIFIC COAST catch -- 11,975,000 lb. valued at $1,276,000 -- was consider- 
ably smaller than in the corresponding month of last year. The huge decline, of course, being 


due to the strike of 'chum!' fishermen. 


STOCKS of all frozen fish in CANADA (NEWFOUNDLAND included) amounted to 
65,610,000 lb. on OCTOBER Ist, of which 62,057,000 lb. were frozen fresh and 3,553,000 Ib. 
frozen smoked. There was an "into-storage'’ movement of 5.5 million pounds as against a 


similar movement of 1.9 million pounds during September, 1951.

In OCTOBER the deep-sea fishermen of CANADA (excluding NEWFOUNDLAND) caught 
63,407,000 lb. of fish valued at $3,403,000. These figures are 26.7 and 37.1 p.c., respectively, below 


those for the same month of last year. 


Landings and landed values in the January-October period totalled 1,095,951,000 lb. and 
$57,002,000 as against 1,020,445,000 lb. and $63,278,000 in the same ten months of 1951. This 
year's catch, therefore, was 7.4 p.c. the bigger, but 9.9 p.c. less valuable. Increased landings of 
the prolific herring on both coasts have been offset by decreased landings of the much more valuable 


Pacific salmons. 


The PACIFIC COAST catch -- 19,867,000 Ib. valued at $1,571,000 -- was down by 40.5 and 55.3 
p-C.,respectively, when compared to that taken in October, 1951. It must be remembered, however, 


that the strike of gillnet and seine fishermen did not end until the 20th of the month. 


The ATLANTIC COAST catch -- 43,540,000 lb. valued at $1,832,000 -- was 17.9 and 3.7 p.c., 
respectively, lower than in October, 1951. However, landings and landed values during the ten- 
month period under review -- 721,168,000 lb. and $29,502,000 -- were higher by 14.7 and 5.9 p.c., 


respectively. 


EXPORTS of fish and fish products in the January-September period amounted to $86,733,000 


as compared to $86,632,000 in the same nine months of 1951. 


STOCKS of all frozen fish in CANADA (including NEWFOUNDLAND) amounted to 66,900,000 lb. 
on November 1, 1952, of which 63,448,000 lb. were frozen fresh and 3,452,000 lb. frozen smoked. 
There was an "into-storage'' movement for all classifications of 573,000 lb, as compared with a 
similar movement of 6.7 million pounds during October, 1951.

Pour les dix premiers mois de l'année, les débarquements et la valeur débarquée se sont 
établis respectivement a 1,095,951,000 livres et a $57,002,000, en comparaison de 1,020,445,000 
et de $63,278,000 durant la méme période de 1951. Par conséquent, la prise a augmenté de 7.4 
p. 100, tandis que la valeur a diminué de 9.9 p. 100. L'augmentation des débarquements de hareng, 
en abondance sur les deux cGtes, a été neutralisée par la diminution des débarquements du saumon 


du Pacifique, dont la valeur est de beaucoup plus élevée. 


La prise sur la COTE DU PACIFIQUE a diminué de 40.5 p. 100 en volume et de 55.3 p. 100 
en valeur en comparaison d'toctobre 1951 pour s'établir a 19,867,000 livres et a $1,571,000. Il est 
a noter, toutefois, que la gréeve des pécheurs aux filets maillants et aux seines ne s'est terminée

que le 20 du mois. 


Sur la COTE DE L'ATLANTIQUE, la prise a diminué de 17.9 p. 100 pour s' établir a 43,540, - 
000 livres et la valeur, de 3.7 p. 100 pour s'établir a $1,832,000. Toutefois, durant la période cumu- 
lative, les débarquements et la valeur débarquée ont augmenté respectivement de 14.7 p. 100 et de 


5.9 p. 100 pour passer a 721,168,000 livres et $29,502,000. 


Les EXPORTATIONS de poisson et de produits du poisson ont atteint une valeur de $86,733,- 


000 durant la période de janvier-septembre, en comparaison de $86,632,000 durant la période cor-

Les STOCKS de tout le poisson congelé au CANADA (y compris TERRE-NEUVE) s'élévent a 
66,900,000 livres le ler novembre 1952 et comprennent 63,448,000 livres de poisson gelé frais de 
méme que 3,452,000 livres de poisson gelé fumé.

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In NOVEMBER the deep-sea fishermen of CANADA (excluding NEWFOUNDLAND) caught 
45,052,000 lb. of fish valued at $2,476,000. These figures are, respectively, 58.3 and 28.4 p.c. 


below those for the same month of last year. 


Landings and landed values in the January-November period totalled 1,143,118,000 lb. and 
$60,520,000 as against 1,127,750,000 lb. and $66,735,000 in the same eleven months of 1951. 


This year's catch to date, therefore, would seem to be 1.3 p.c. bigger, but 9.3 p.c. less valuable. 


The PACIFIC COAST catch -- 17,226,000 lb. valued at $1,021,000 -- was lower by 75.2 and 
47.3 p.c., respectively, than that taken in November, 1951. Almost the whole of these huge declines 
may be attributed to the drop in herring landings caused in turn by the fact that the herring seiners 


remained in port pending price negotiations between the union and the operators. 


The ATLANTIC COAST catch -- 27,826,000 lb. valued at $1,455,000 -- was 28.0 p.c. smaller 
and 4.3 p.c. less valuable than in November, 1951. However, landings and landed values for the first 
eleven months of this year -- 750,111,000 lb. and $32,001,000 -- were higher by 12.4 and 9.0 p.c., 


\ 


respectively. 


EXPORTS of fish and fish products in the January-October period amounted to $97,643,000, a 


decline of approximately 2.5 p.c. from the figure for the same period of 1951. 


STOCKS of all frozen fish in CANADA (including NEWFOUNDLAND) amounted to 60,022,000 lb. 
on December Ist, of which 56,736,000 lb. were frozen fresh and 3,286,000 lb. frozen smoked. There 


was an "out-of-storage'’ movement of 6.6 million pounds as compared with a similar movement of 


7.2 million pounds during November, 1951.

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Au CANADA (sans TERRE-NEUVE) les pécheurs hauturiers ont pris en NOVEMBRE 45,052, - 
000 livres de poisson d'une valeur de $2,476,000. Ces chiffres représentent respectivement une 


diminution de 58.3 et de 28.4 p. 100 au regard du méme mois, l'an dernier. 


Pour la période de janvier a novembre, les débarquements et la valeur débarquée se sont 
établis a 1,143,118,000 livres et a $60,520,000 comparativement a 1,127,750,000 livres et a $66,- 
735,000 pour les mois correspondants de 1951. Par conséquent, la prise de cette année semble étre 


de 1.3 p. 100 plus forte tandis que la valeur, de 9.3 p. 100 moins élevée. 


La prise sur la COTE DU PACIFIQUE (17,226,000 livres d'une valeur de $1,021,000) a dimi- 
nué de 75.2 en volume et de 47.3 p. 100 en valeur en comparaison de celle de novembre 1951. Pra- 
tiquement toutes ces fortes baisses sont attribuables a la diminution considérable ic débarquements 
de hareng, dus eux-mémes 4 l'inactivité des pécheurs a la seine qui demeurérent dans le port durant 


les pourparlers sur les prix entre le syndicat et les exploitants. 


Sur la COTE DE L'ATLANTIQUE (27,826,000 livres d'une valeur de $1,455,000) la prise a 
diminué de 28.0 p. 100 et la valeur de 4.3 p. 100 au regard de novembre 1951. Toutefois, au cours 
des 11 premiers mois de cette année, les débarquements et la valeur débarquée augmentent respec- 


tivement de 12.4 et de 9.0 p. 100 et s'établissent a 750,111,000 livres et a $32,001,000. 


Les EXPORTATIONS de poisson et de produits du poisson ont atteint durant la période de 
janvier a octobre une valeur de $97,643,000, soit une diminution de 2.0 p. 100 environ comparative- 


ment aux chiffres de la pé riode correspondante de 1951. 


Les STOCKS de tout le poisson congelé au CANADA (y compris TERRE-NEUVE) s'élevent a 
60,022,000 livres le ler décembre et comprennent 56,736,000 livres de poisson gelé frais de méme 
que 3,286,000 livres de poisson gelé fumé. Ona sorti des entrepdts 6.6 millions de livres en com-

During DECEMBER the deep-sea fishermen of CANADA (Newfoundland excluded) caught 


31,690,000 Ib. of fish valued at $3,539,000. 


Landings and landed values for the year totalled 1,174,797,000 lb. and $63,987,000 as against 
1,309,037,000 lb. and $72,437,000 in 1951. The 1952 catch, therefore, would seem to have been 


10.2 p.c. lower in volume and 11.7 p.c. in value. 


On the PACIFIC COAST the catch and catch values -- with the previous December's figures 
in parentheses -- were 4,550,000 lb. (153,286,000 lb.) and $155,000 ($2,630,000). The strike of 
fishermen still continued, so that comparison between the two months is meaningless, except to 
show that somebody in British Columbia lost a lot of money. The 1952 catch === 
397,557,000 lb. valued at $28,674,000 --- was 35.1 and 28.3 p.c. Peapectivery lower than that taken 


in 1951. With the exception of halibut, all the major fisheries proved to be less valuable this year. 


On the ATLANTIC COAST the catch and catch values in December -- 27,140,000 lb. and 
$3,384,000 -- were 6.8 p.c. smaller, but 10.5 p.c. more valuable than in the same month of 1951. 
The 1952 catch on our eastern shores -- 777,240,000 lb. valued at $35,313,000 -- was 
higher by 10.4 and 8.1 p.c. respectively than in 1951. Landings of halibut declined during the year, 


but those of the other major species, especially lobsters, were higher in value. 


EXPORTS of fish and fish products in the January-November period amounted to $108,308, 000.

Au CANADA (sans Terre-Neuve), les pécheurs hauturiers ont pris en DECEMBRE 31,690,000 
livres de poisson d'une valeur de $3,539,000. 

Au cours de l'année, les débarquements et la valeur débarquée se sont établis a 1,174,797,000 
livres et a $63,987,000 en comparaison de 1,309,037,000 livres et de $72,437,000 en 1951. Par con- 
séquent, la prise et sa valeur en 1952 semblent avoir diminué respectivyement de 102 p. 100 et de 
11.7 p. 100. 

Sur la COTE DU PACIFIQUE le volume estimatif de la prise est de 4,550,000 livres au regard 
de 153,286,000 en décembre l'an dernier et la valeur est de $155,000 comparativement a4 $2,630, 000. 
La gréve des pécheurs de hareng ayant continué, il devient inutile de faire une comparaison entre 
les deuxmois. La seule chose qu'on en peut conclure, c'est que quelqu'un, en Colombie-Britannique, 
a perdu beaucoup d'argent. La prise de 1952 - 397,557,000 livres d'une valeur de $28,674,000 - 
comparée 4 celle de 1951 est 35.1 p. 100 inférieure en volume et 28.3 p. 100 en valeur. Sauf celle du 
flétan, les principales péches ont eu moins de valeur cette année. 

Sur la COTE DE L'ATLANTIQUE, la prise et sa valeur se chiffraient respectivement en décem- 
bre par 27,140,000 livres et par $3,384,000, soit un volume inférieure de 6.8 p. 100 et une valeur 
supérieure de 10.5 p. 100 au regard du mois correspondant de 1951. La prise de 1952 sur nos cites 
de l'Est - 777,240,000 livres d'une valeur de $35,313,000 - était de 10.4 p. 100 supérieure en volume 
et de 8.1 p. 100 supérieure en valeur comparativement a4 1951.

In JANUARY landings and landed values in the sea-fisheries of CANADA (excluding 
NEWFOUNDLAND) amounted to 32,561,000 lb. and $2,374,000 respectively. These figures are 


lower by 72.2 p.c. in volume and 25.3 p.c. in value than those for January, 1952. 


The ATLANTIC COAST catch -- 25,600,000 lb. valued at $2,196,000 -- was 9.1 and 41.6 
p.c. respectively higher than that taken in the same month of last year. The most substantial 


increase was to be found in the lobster fishery in Nova Scotia. 


The PACIFIC COAST catch -- 6,961,000 lb. valued at $178,000 -- was much lower than in 
January, 1952. The strike of the main herriny fleet resulted in landings of this species being 


reduced from 45,900 tons to just slightly more than 2,500 tons in January of this year.

EXPORTS of fish and fish products during 1953 amounted to $117,175,000, a decrease of 
$7,407,000 or 5.9 p.c. from the total for 1952, Foreign sales of shellfish and of fresh and frozen 
fillets were slightly higher, but these increases were more than offset by decreases in the other 


categories.

In FEBRUARY landings and landed values in the sea-fisheries of CANADA (excluding 
Newfoundland) amounted to 27,114,000 lb. and $1,251,000 respectively. These figures are 


lower by 73.0 p.c. in volume and 52.2 p.c. in value than those for February, 1952. 


N.B. Statistics for NEWFOUNDLAND are now to be found on Pages 3 and 4 of this 


Review. They are not included in any of the Dominion totals, because no comparable figures 
are available for 1952. For this same reason they will continue to be shown separately until 


the beginning of next year. 


The ATLANTIC COAST catch -- 18,690,000 Ib. valued at $1,017,000 -- was 11.8 p.c. 
and 6.5 p.c. lower respectively than that taken in the same month of last year. The main 


reason for this decrease may be found in the New Brunswick sardine fishery, which began later 


this year. 


The PACIFIC COAST catch -- 8,424,000 lb. valued at $234,000 -- was far below that 
taken in February, 1952. Herring landings, of course, were sharply lower, as was the catch of 


soles. The oyster harvest was higher than in February of last year. 


EXPORTS of fish and fish products in January amounted to $8,357,000, a decrease of 


18.6 p.c. from the total for January, 1952.

In MARCH landings and landed values in the sea-fisheries of CANADA (not including New- 


foundland) amounted to 22,506,000 lb. and $1,447,000. These figures are lower by 50.1 p.c. and 30,1] 


p.c. respectively than those for March, 1952. 


The ATLANTIC COAST catch -- 17,327,000 Ib. valued at $1,216,000 --- was 38.4 and 
24.0 p.c. below that taken in the same month of last year. The NEW BRUNSWICK landings in partic- 
ular were lower, but it must be remembered that in that province the pollock, herring and sardine 
fisheries got off to an unusually early start in 1952. In NOVA SCOTIA the cod catch was down by 


53.2 p.c. in volume and 59.8 p.c. in value for the month. 


Landings and landed values for the first quarter of the year -- with the comparable 1952 
figures in parentheses -- were 61,617,000 lb. (72,798,000 lb.) and $4,429,000 ($4,239,000). The in- 


crease in value can be attributed mainly to a substantial gain in the Nova Scotia lobster fishery. 


The PACIFIC COAST catch -- 5,179,000 lb. valued at $231,000 -- was considerably lower 


than in March, 1952. The main reason for this decline was again to be found in the herring fishery. 


EXPORTS of fish and fish products during the first two months of the year totalled 
$17,430,000, a decrease of 9.8 p.c. from the total for the same period of 1952. Sales of fresh and 
frozen fillets, salt-dried fish, pickled fish and canned salmon were appreciably higher, yet not high 


enough to offset losses in other categories.

| The ATLANTIC COAST catch -- 51,493,000 lb. valued at $2,031,000 -- was down by 6.0 
and 19.7 p.c. from that taken in April, 1952. In NOVA SCOTIA the cod and lobster catches were appre- 
| ciably lower. 

. The PACIFIC COAST catch -- 4,243,000 lb. valued at $335,000 -- was lower by 25.5 and 
24.0 p.c. respectively when compared to the figures for the same roar of last year. 

! EXPORTS of fish and fish products during the first three months of the year totalled 

) $26,740,000, a decline of $2,372,000 or 8.1 p.c. from the comparable 1952 figure. Sales to foreign 

| markets of fresh and frozen fillets, salted and canned fish were higher, but these gains were offset by 

| losses in other categories. The decrease in exports of fish meal is worth noting. 

| On May Ist STOCKS of frozen fish amounted to 32,520,000 lb., of which 30,057,000 lb. were

Au CANADA (sans Terre-Neuve), les débarquements de poissons de mer, en MAI, se sont 
établis a 131,235,000 livres d'une valeur de $7,968,000. Ces chiffres sont respectivement inférieurs 
de 16.2 et de 1.0 p. 100 a ceux de mai 1952. 

Au cours des cing premiers mois de l'année, la prise totale et sa valeur ont atteint 270,402,000 
libres et $15,406,000, fléchissement de 43.7 et de 7.8 p. 100 au regard de la période correspondante de 
l'année derniere. 

Sur la COTE DE L'ATLANTIQUE, la prise s'est chiffrée par 115,964,000 livres évaluées a 
$6,322,000, soit un volume inférieur de 16.0 p. 100 et une valeur supérieure de 15.9 p. 100 compara- 
tivement a mai 1952. Les débarquements de morue, de hareng et de sardines ont diminué par rapport 
a l'an dernier, mais ces diminutions sont plus que compensées par l'augmentation marquée de la prise 
de homard dans les quatre provinces. 

Sur la COTE DU PACIFIQUE, la prise et sa valeur, établies a 14,271,000 livres et 4 $1,646,000, 
ont baissé respectivement de 23.1 et de 36.4 p. 100 en comparaison de mai 1952. Les débarquements de 
toutes les principales catégories se poissons ont diminué et la perte en est encore accrue par la baisse 
de la plupart des prix unitaires. 

Les EXPORTATIONS de poisson et de produits du poisson, durant les quatre premiers mois de 
cette année, ont été évaluées a $33,211,000, diminution de $5,458,000 ou de 14.1 p. 100 sur le chiffre 
correspondant de 1952. En fait, le seul gain enregistré sous la rubrique ''exportations'' se rencontre dans 
le saumon en conserve du Pacifique, dont les ventes passent de $1,592,000 a $4,256,000. 

Au premier juin, les STOCKS de poisson gelé étaient de 35,479,000 livres, dont 33 millions de 
poisson frais et 2,479,000 de poisson fumé. A la méme date, les stocks de poisson gelé frais dépassaient 
de 2,781,000 livres ceux du 1€T mai. La mise en entrepdts a été de 2,800,000 livres contre 5,700,000 


en mai 1952.

ALTO, 


JUNE landings and landed values in the sea-fisheries of CANADA (not including Newfound - 
land) amounted to 110,283,000 lb. and $7,895,000. They were lower by 17.8 and 7.1 p.c. respectively than 
those for June, 1952. 

For the first six months of the year total catch and catch values -- 380,683,000 lb. and 
$23,291,000 -- were 38.0 and 11.7 p.c. lower respectively than for the same period of last year. 

ATLANTIC COAST landings -- 92,147,000 lb. worth $5,234,000 -- were down by 21.1 and 7.4 
p.c. in comparison with June, 1952. Aggregate returns from most of the various fisheries in the four 
eastern provinces were lower in value, the outstanding exception being the lobster fishery, which rose 
to $2,969,000 from $2,596,000. 

For the first half of this year the totals were -- with last year's figures in parentheses -- 
321,213,000 lb. (382,370,000 lb.) and $18,006,000 ($16,878,000). This would appear to indicate a decline 
of 16.0 p.c. in volume anda rise of 6.7 p.c. in value. 

THE PACIFIC COAST catch -- 18,136,000 lb. worth $2,661,000 -- was 5.0 p.c. bigger, but 
6.5 p.c. less valuable than that taken in June, 1952. Landings of halibut were higher, yet not high enough 
to offset the loss shown by the salmon fishery. 

On our western shores total landings and landed values for the first six months of the year 
-- again with figures for last year in parentheses --- were 59,470,000 lb. (232,113,000 lb.) and 
$5,285,000 ($9,507,000). 

EXPORTS of fish and fish products in the January-May period amounted to $45,025,000, a 
decline of $1,122,000 or 2.4 p.c. from last year's comparable figure. However, the export situation is 
brighter now than it has been in any previous month of 1953, mainly because of a huge increase in sales 
of canned salmon to the U.K. and U.S. markets. 

STOCKS of frozen fish on July Ist totalled 44,233,000 lb., of which 41,837,000 lb. were 
frozen fresh and 2,396,000 lb. frozen smoked. There was an "into-storage'' movement of 6.9 million 


pounds as compared to a similar movement of 10.5 million pounds during June, 1952.

Au CANADA (sans Terre-Neuve), les débarquements de poissons de mer, en JUIN, se sont 
établis a 110,283,000 livres, d'une valeur de $7,895,000. Ces chiffres sont respectivement inférieurs 
de 17.8 et de 7.1 p. 100 a ceux de juin 1952. 

Au cours du premier semestre de l'année, la prise totale et sa valeur ont atteint 380,683,000 
livres et $23,291,000, fléchissement de 38.0 et de 11.7 p. 100 au regard de la période correspondante de 
l'année derniére. 

Sur la COTE DE L'ATLANTIQUE, les débarquements ont été de 92,147,000 livres évaluées 
a $5,234,000, soit un volume et une valeur inférieurs de 21.1 et de 7.4 p. 100 a juin 1952. Dans les 
quatre provinces, les débarquements réunis de la plupart des péches gnt accusé une perte de valeur, 
la principale exception étant la péche du homard, dont la valeur est passée de $2,596,000 a $2,969,000. 

Les chiffres du premier trimestre comparés a ceux de l'an dernier se sont établis 4 321,213,000 
livres et a $18,006,000 contre 382, 370,000 et $16,878,000. C'est une chute de 16.0 p.100 du volume et 
de 6.7 p. 100 de la valeur. 

Sur la COTE DU PACIFIQUE, la prise et sa valeur, établies a 18,136,000 livres et a $2,661,- 
000, ont respectivement baissé de 5.0 p. 100 et monté de 6.5 p. 100 en comparaison de juin 1952. Les 
débarquements de flétan ont été plus élevés, mais pas suffisamment pour compenser la perte subie par 
la péche du saumon. 

Au cours du premier semestre, les débarquements et leur valeur, comparés a l'an dernier, 
ont atteint respectivement les chiffres de 59,470,000 livres et $5,285,000 contre 232,113,000 et $9,507,000. 

Les EXPORTATIONS de poisson et de produits du poisson, durant la période janvier-mai, ont 
été évaluées a $45,025,000, diminution de $1,122,000 ou de 2.4 p. 100 sur le chiffre correspondant de 
1952. Toutefois, l'état des exportations est actuellement meilleur qu'en n'importe quel autre mois de 
1953, surtout a cause de l'augmentation considérable des ventes de saumon en conserve sur les marchés 
du Royaume-Uni et des Etats-Unis. 

Au premier juillet, les STOCKS de poisson gelé étaient de 44,233,000 livres, dont 41,837,000 


de poisson frais et 2,396,000 de poisson fumé. La mise en entrepdts a été de 6,900,000 livres compara- 


tivement a 10,500,000 en juin 1952.

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CANADIAN FISHERIES STATISTICS 
JULY 1953 


‘JULY landings and landed values in the sea-fisheries of CANADA (not including Newfound- 
land) amounted to 146,318,000 Ib. and $12,045,000. They were lower by 12.5 and 10.1 p.c. respectively 
than those for July, 1952. 

For the first seven months of the year total catch and catch values -- 530,956,000 lb. and 
$35,236,000 -- were 32.2 and 11.2 p.c. lower respectively than for the same period of last year. 

ATLANTIC COAST landings -- 90,309,000 lb. worth $3,302,000 -- were down by 19.6 and 
16.2 p.c. in comparison with July, 1952. 

For the January-July period the totals were -- with last year's figures in parentheses -- 
414,464,000 Ib. (495,707,000 lb.) and $21,208,000 ($20,713,000). This would indicate a loss of 16.4 p.c. 
in volume, and a rise of 2.4 p.c. in value. The lobster fishery is proving more lucrative this year, 
climbing to $10,537,000 from $7,817,000. But the other major fisheries have not followed suit. 

PACIFIC COAST landings -- 56,009,000 lb. worth $8,743,000 -- were greater by 2.2 p.c., 
but 7.5 p.c. less valuable than in July, 1952. The aggregate salmon catch was slightly under that taken 
in the same month last year, both in volume and value. However, it is reported that gillnetters on the 
Fraser River enjoyed one of the best early catches on record. 

EXPORTS of fish and fish products during the first six months of this year totalled $55,- 
594,000, a decline of 1.3 p.c. from last year's comparable figure of $56,333,000. Sales of canned salmon 
to the U.K. and U.S. markets are still improving. 

STOCKS of frozen fish on August lst amounted to 49,242,000 lb. frozen smoked. There was 
an "into-storage" movement of 2.5 million pounds as against a similar movement of 10.2 million pounds 
during July, 1952.

Au cours des sept premiers mois de l'année, la prise totale et sa valeur ont atteint 530,956,000 
livres et $35,236,000, diminution de 32.2 et de 11.2 p. 100 au regard de la période correspondante de l'année 
derniére. 

Sur la COTE DE L'ATLANTIQUE, les débarquements ont été de 90,309,000 livres évaluées a 
$3,302,000 soit um volume et une valeur inférieurs de 19.6 et de 16.2 p. 100 a juillet 1952. 

Les chiffres de janvier-juillet comparés a ceux de l'an dernier se sont établis 4 414,464,000 livres 
et a $21,208,000 contre 495,707,000 et $20,713,000. C'est une chute de 16.4 p. 100 du volume et ume as- 
cension ‘de 2.4 p. 100 de la valeur. La péche du homard a été plus lucrative, cette année, puisque la valeur 
de ses débarquements est passée de $7,817,000 a $10,537,000. Par contre, les autres principales péches 
ont suivi une direction différent. 

Sur la COTE DU PACIFIQUE, les débarquements et leur valeur, établis 4 56,009,000 livres et a 
$8,743,000, ont respectivement monté de 2.2 p. 100 et baissé de 7.5 p. 100 en comparaison de juillet 1952. 
Le volume et la valeur de la prise réunie de saumon ont été tous deux légérement inférieurs au mois 
correspondant de 1952. Toutefois, les pécheurs aux filets maillants, sur le Fraser, ont connu une des meil- 
leures péches du début de la saison, jamais enregistrées. 

Les EXPORTATIONS de poisson et de produits du poisson, durant les sept premiers mois, ont été 
évaluées a $55,594,000, fléchissement de 1.3 p. 100 sur le chiffre correspondant de l'an dernier ($56,333,-

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CANADIAN FISHERIES STATISTICS 
AUGUST 1953 


In AUGUST the catch and catch values in the sea-fisheries of CANADA (not including 
Newfoundland) amounted to 157,193,000 lb. and $9,691,000. They were 18.6 p.c. higher in volume, 
but 3.7 p.c. less valuable to the fisherman than those for August, 1952. 

For the first eight months of this year total landings and landed values -- 688,335,000 
Ib. and $44,886,000 -- were 24.8 and 9.8 p.c. lower respectively than for the same period of last year. 

The ATLANTIC COAST catch -- 92,225,000 lb. valued at $3,466,000 -- was 7.4 and 
6.1 p.c. lower in comparison with August, 1952. 

For the January~August period the totals were -- with last year's figures in paren- 
theses -- 506,875,000 Ib. (595,255,000 lb.) and $24,633,000 ($24,405,000), a drop of 14.8 p.c. in 
volume as against a rise of 0.9 p.c. in value. The huge increase in revenue from the lobster catch 
still continues to counterbalance losses shown in the other major fisheries. 

PACIFIC COAST landings -- 64,968,000 lb. worth $6,225,000 -- were almost double 
in quantity, but 2.4 p.c. less valuable than in August, 1952. This but reflects the situation to be 
found in the pink salmon fishery. 

EXPORTS of fish and fish products during the first seven months of this year amounted 
to $66,171,000, a decline of 1.8 p.c. from last year's comparable figure of $67,410,000. 

STOCKS of frozen fish on September Ist totalled 58,256,000 lb. There was an "'into- 
storage'' movement for all classifications of 7.8 million pounds compared to a similar movement 


of 5.2 million pounds during August, 1952.

Au CANADA (sans Terre-Neuve), les débarquements de poissons de mer, en AOUT, se sont 
établis a 157,193,000 livres Waiubes & $9,691,000. Par rapport au mois d'aofit 1952, le volume de ce mois - 
ci est supérieur de 18.6 p. 100 mais sa valeur est inférieure de 3.7 p. 100. 

Au cours des huit premiers mois de l'année, la prise totale a atteint 688,335,000 livres, d'une 
valeur de $44,886,000. C'est une diminution de 24.8 et de 9.8 p. 100 au regard de la période corres- 
pondante de l'année derniére. 

Sur la COTE DE L'ATLANTIQUE, la prise a été de 92,225,000 livres évaluées & $3,466,000, 
soit un volume et une valeur inférieurs respectivement de 7.4 et de 6.1 p. 100 a aofit 1952. 

Les chiffres de janvier-aofit comparés a ceux de l'an dernier se sont établis 4 506,875,000 livres 
et a $24,633,000 contre 595,255,000 livres et $24,405,000. C'est une chute de 14.8 p. 100 du volume et une 
ascension de 0.9 p. 100 de la valeur. La péche sensiblement plus lucrative du homard continue de com- 
penser les pertes accusées par les autres principales péches. 

Sur la COTE DU PACIFIQUE, les débarquements et leur valeur, établis 4 64,968,000 livres et a 
$6,225,000, ont respectivement doublé et diminué de 2.4 p. 100 en comparaison du mois d'aotit 1952. Ceci 
ne fait que réfléter la situation de la péche du saumon rose. 

Les EXPORTATIONS de poisson et de produits du poisson, durant les sept premiers mois, ont 
été évaluées a $66,171,000, fléchissement de 1.8 p. 100 sur le chiffre correspondant de l'an dernier ($67,- 
410,000). 

Au premier septembre, les STOCKS de poison gelé étaient de 58,256,000 livres. La mise en

In SEPTEMBER the sea-fisheries of CANADA (not including Newfoundland yielded 
135,362,000 lb. of fish worth initially $6,640,000. The catch was, therefore, 42.8 p.c. bigger and 51.3 
p.c. more valuable than that taken in the sane month of 1952. 

During the first nine months of this year landings and landed values were 823,697,000 lb. 
and $51,526,000 -- lower by 20.8 and 4.8 p.c. respectively than the comparable totals for last year. 

The ATLANTIC COAST catch -- 78,265,000 lb. worth $2,571,000 -- was 5.1 and 17.5 p.c. 
lower than in September, 1952. 

In the January-September period under review total landings and landed values were -- 
with last year's figures and the percentage differences in parentheses -- 585,140,000 1b.(677,943,000 lb., 
13.7 p.c.) and $27,204,000 ($27,518,000, - 1.1 p.c.). Of the major Atlantic species only lobsters showed 
an increase of any great value in all four provinces. 

The PACIFIC COAST catch of 57,097,000 lb. worth $4, 069,000 is not comparable with 
that taken a year ago, inasmuch as the net fishermen of British Columbia were on strike from September 
6th to October 20th, 1952. The heavy run of pinks which started during August was maintained well into 
September. 

Cumulative landings and landed values for the nine -month period were -- again with last 
year's figures and the percentage difference in brackets -- 238,557,000 lb. (362,250,000 lb., - 34.2 p.c.) 
and $24,322,000 ($26,610,000, - 8.6 p.c.). Increased landings of pinks and chums were not enough to 
counteract the huge decrease in the herring catch this year. 

EXPORTS of fish and fish products during the first eight months of 1953 amounted to 
$76,785,000, an increase of 0.9 p.c. over the total for the same period of 1952. Sales of canned salmon, 
salted and pickled fish were higher this year. 

STOCKS of frozen fish on October Ist totalled 59,383,000 lb., of which 57, 163,000 lb. were 
frozen fresh and 2,220,000 lb. frozen smoked. There was an "into-storage'' movement for all classifi- 
cations of 836,000 lb. as compared with a similar movement of 5.5 million pounds during September, 1952

Au CANADA (sans Terre-Neuve), la péche maritime de SEPTEMBRE s'est établie a 
135,362,000 livres de poissons d'une valeur initiale de $6,640,000. Par rapport a septembre 1952, 
le volume et la valeur de ce mois-ci sont supérieurs de 42.8 et de 51.3 p. 100. 

Au cours des neuf premiers mois de l'année, les débarquements ont atteint 823,697,000 
livres, évaluées a $51,526,000. C'est une diminution de 20.8 et de 4.8 p. 100 sur la période correspond- 
ante de l'année derniére. 

Sur la COTE DE L'ATLANTIQUE, la prise a été de 78,265,000 livres, d'une valeur de $2,571,- 
000, soit un volume et une valeur inférieurs respectivement de 5.1 et de 17.5 p. 100 a septembre 1952. 

Les chiffres de janvier-septembre comparés a ceux de l'an dernier (entre parenthéses, la 
difference de pourcentage) se sont établis 4 585,140,000 livres contre 677,943,000 (13.7 p. 100) eta 
$27,27,204,000 contre $27,518,000 (1.1 p. 100). Des principales espéces de poissons de l'Atlantique, seul 
le homard a accusé une forte augmentation dans les quatre provinces. 

Sur la COTE DU PACIFIQUE, la prise et sa valeur, établies 4 57,097,000 livres et a $4,069,- 
000, ne peuvent souffrir la comparaison avec celles d'il y a un an, vu la gréve des pécheurs au filet, en 
Colombie-Britannique, du 6 septembre au 20 octobre 1952. La forte prise de ''pinks", enregistrée en 
aott, s'est continuée en septembre. 

Au cours de la période des neuf mois, le total cumulatif des débarquements et de leur valeur 
(différence de pourcentage, entre parenthéses) s'est établi a 238,557,000 livres contre 362,250,000 (34.2 p. 
100) et A $24,322,000 contre $26,610,000 (8.6 p. 100). L'augmentation des débarquements de saumon n'a 
pu contre-balancer la diminution considérable de la prise de hareng cette année. 

Les EXPORTATIONS de poisson et de produits du poisson, durant les huit premiers mois de 
1953, ont été évaluées a $76,785,000, gain de 0.9 p. 100 sur le chiffre correspondant de 1952. Les ventes 
de saumon en conserve et du poisson salé et saumuré ont été plus fortes, cette année. 

Au premier octobre, les STOCKS de poisson congelé se chiffraient par 59,383,000 livres, dont 
57,163,000 de poisson frais et 2,220,000 de poisson fumé. La mise en entrepéts, pour toutes les catégories 


de poissons, a été de 386,000 livres comparativement a 5,500,000 en septembre 1952. 
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Inandings and landed values in OCTOBER in the sea-fisheries of CANADA (not including 
Newfoundland) amounted to 155,029,000 lb. and $4,818,000. These figures are higher by 139.5 and 
38.4 p.c. respectively than those for October, 1952. 

During the first ten months of this year the catch and catch value were 978,810,000 lb. 
and $56,664,000 -- lower by 11.4 and 1.6 p.c. respectively than the comparable totals for last year. 

The ATLANTIC COAST catch -- 41,812,000 lb. worth $1,551,000 -- was 5.6 and 16.3 p.c. 
lower than in October, 1952. 

In the ten months under review landings and landed values were -- with last year's figures 
and the percentage differences in parentheses -- 627,036,000 (722,253,000 lb., - 13.2 p.c.) and $29,075,000 
($29,372,000, - 1.0 p.c.). Sustained by higher unit prices, the lobster fishery continues to be more 
remunerative to the fisherman. 

The PACIFIC COAST catch -- 113,217,000 lb. worth $3,267,000 -- cannot be compared to 
that taken in October, 1952, because the strike of net fishermen lasted until the 20th of that month. 
However, the herring catch in October of this year is reported as being the biggest on record. 

Cumulative landings and landed values for the ten-month period were 978,810,000 Ib. and 
$56,664,000. Salmon totals to the end of October were 179,476,000 lb. and $21,094,000 as against 
137,737,000 lb. and $18,793,000 for the same months of last year. 

EXPORTS of fish and fish products during the first nine months of 1953 amounted to 


$ 86,348,000, a slight decrease of 0.4 p.c. from the comparable total for 1952.

During NOVEMBER the sea-fishermen of CANADA (not including Newfoundland) caught 
139,383,000 pounds of fish worth $3,347,000, as compared to 45,126,000 pounds valued at $2,488,000 
landed in the same month of 1952. 

For the first eleven months of this year the catch and catch value were 1,115,026,000 lb. 
and $60,034,000 -- lower by 3.0 p.c. and 1.0 p.c. respectively than the comparable figures for last year. 

The ATLANTIC COAST catch -- 32,709,000 lb. worth $1,548,000 -- was higher by 18.0 
and 7.2 p.c. respectively than in November, 1952. 

In the eleven months under review landings and landed values were -- with last year's 
figures and the percentage differences in brackets -- 656,578,000 (749,968,000 lb, - 12.5 p.c.) and 
$30,646,000 ($30,816,000, - 0.6 p.c.). Of the major fisheries lobsters alone showed a substantial 
gain in value even though the catch itself was lower. 

The PACIFIC COAST catch -- 106,674,000 lb. worth $1,799,000 -- was much higher than 
that taken in November, 1952. The 72 p.c. increase was accounted for by a larger herring catch, 
which amounted to almost 50,000 tons and was valued at $1, 244,000. 

Cumulative landings and landed values for the eleven-month period were 458,448,000 lb. 
and $29,388,000. Salmon totals were 184,882,000 lb. and $21,550,000 as against 146,873,000 lb. and 
$19,574,000 in the same period of last year. The fall season herring catch to the end of November 
was the highest on record. 

EXPORTS of fish and fish products during the first ten months of 1953 amounted to 


$95,386,000, a decline of 2.3 p.c. from the comparable total for 1952.

Les chiffres de janvier-novembre comparés a ceux de l'an dernier (entre parentheses, la diffé- 
rence de pourcentage) se sont établis a 656,578,000 livres contre 749,968,000(12.5 p. 100) et a $30,646,000 
contre $30,816,000 (0.6 p. 100). Des principales péches, seule, celle du homard a enregistré une forte 
augmentation de valeur tout en diminuant de volume. 

Sur la COTE DU PACIFIQUE, la prise et sa valeur, établies a 106,674,000 livres et a 
$1,799,000, sont considérablement supérieures a celles de novembre 1952. Le gain, évalué a 72 p. 100, est 
di a une péche plus forte de hareng, qui s'éléve a presque 50,000 tonnes, d'une valeur de $1,244,000. 

Au cours de la période des onze mois, le total cumulatif des débarquements et de leur valeur 
s'est établi respectivement a 458,448,000 livres et a $29,388,000. Celui du saumon a atteint 184,882,000 
livres et $21,550,000 contre 146,873,000 livres et $ 12,574,000. Jusqu'a la fin de novembre, la prise de 
hareng avait enregistré un record en automne. 

Les EXPORTATIONS de poisson et de produits du poisson, durant les dix premiers mois de

In DECEMBER landings and landed values in the sea-fisheries of CANADA (not 
including Newfoundland) amounted to 104,626,000 lb. and $3,831,000 as compared to 31,474,000 
lb. valued at $3,461,000 caught in December, 1952. 

For the year 1953 the catch and catch value were 1, 223,699,000 lb. and 
$63,877,000 -- higher by 3.6 and 0.5 p.c. respectively than the comparable figures for 1952. 

The ATLANTIC COAST catch -- 23,864,000 1b. worth $2,730,000 -- was lower 
by 11.6 and 17.5 p.c. respectively than in December, 1952. 

Landings and landed values for the whole of 1953 were -- with the previous 
year's figures and percentage differences in brackets -- 684,489,000 lb. (776,973,000 lb., - 

11.2 p.c.) and $33,388,000 ($34,125,000, - 2.2 p.c.). The lobster fishery, sustained by 
higher prices, was more remunerative in all four Atlantic provinces than in 1952. 

The PACIFIC COAST catch --~ 80,762,000 lb. worth $1,101,000 --~ was much 
higher than that taken in December, 1952. The autumn herring fishery was the biggest on record, 
amounting to approximately 136,928 tons. 

Landings and landed values for 1953 were -- with the previous year's totals and 
percentage differences in brackets -- 539,210,000 lb. (404,550,000 1b., + 33.3 p.c.) and 
$30,489,000 ($29,433,000, + 35.9 p.c.). The total salmon catch -- 184,916,000 lb. valued at 
$21,558,000 -- was 25.8 p.c. bigger and 10.1 p.c. more valuable to the fisherman than in 1952, 

EXPORTS of fish and fish products during the first eleven months of 1953 amounted 


to $105,728,000, a drop of 2.4 p.c. from the comparable total for 1952.
